In 
f.ot, no diplomatic contact existed between Israel and the DDR. 
The DDR had refused any discussion in the past about Osman 
reparations, and Israel had had no contact with the DDR. Israel 
had not even asked the DDR for document* for the trial of Adolf 
EICHHAXK# and certainly .would not then have asked for dooxsaenta 
on GLOBKE. It was CZ opinion that the DDR statement 
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P added that requests had been made for visas 
for Col. Abraham 3EDIR0ER,' head of Bureau 06 (which is charged 
with - ”' preparing the eviSencJr for the EICHHANH trial)# to visit 
H ung ary# Poland, Caecho Slovakia, Rumania, and the USSR to collect 
material for use In the trial.
